Would it be Dissolution ? 

"Without assuming the probability of 
such'a hypothesis, "Would the <Ment 
of Sir John Macdonald bo folio-wed by 
dissolution?" There is little doubt 
that the defeated Ministry would ad- 
vise dissolution ; indeed, one of their 
organs aver, that they wouldjgo so far 
as to "insist" upon adissolution. AVo 
do not think the expression employed 
a happy one. A defeated Ministry 
■would certainly not bo in a position to 
"insist." The right to advise they would 
possess; but, huving lost the coufulenco 
of Parliament, it would be entirely in the 
option of the Governor-General to act up- 
on their advico or seek the advice of men 
commanding a majority in tho House. 
That Sir John -would advise dissolution 
we are inclined to think, and that the 
Governor-General would grant a dissolu- 
tion wo are disposed to-bolievo. Looking 
at the composition of the House, tho even- 
ness with which parties nr,o balanced, tho 
great railway question to bo decided, and 
tho very nature of tho charges which 
would have contributed to defeat, disso- 
lution would not only seem dosirablo but 
inevitable. Suppose tho Grits did como 
into power, what prospect would fchoro be 
of nndiug a good working majority in tho 
present House, as partios now stand V 
And, even if thoy could command such a 
majority, thero would still be this objec- 
tion that, accepting their own contention, 
a large seotionjof|tho members had bought 
their seats with gold which thoy allogo 
to have been tho prico of tho railway 
charter. Of course, wo don't admit the 
soft impoachmont; but tho Opposition 
could not well evade the cogency of their 
owu contention. It appears to us that if 
the evidonco of corruption is strong 
enough to drivo Ministers from tho trea- 
sury benches, it would or should be sulli- 
ciently Btrong to send thorn to tho polls 
No doubt tho Opposition would, admit 
ting tho necessity for dissolution, prefer 
ollico first and dissolution afterwards. 
Adverting to this point, the Ottawa Times, 
an organ of the Government, says: "But 
Sir John A. Macdonald would, tho Grits 
may rest assured, not give them the op 
portunity of an appeal to tho country with 
tho prestige of power. Not only that he 
meets Parliament backed by a majority, 
not only that any supposible vote adverse 
to his administration, would be the result 
of a momentary impulse, but also on the 
ground that the present representation 
from Ontario is not a fair expression of 
public opinion in that Province, would 
Sir John A. Macdonald bo called on to 
nsL for, and the Governor-General be call 
ed on to yield, a diswolution of Parlia 
inent." 



De Mortuo 

The Cariboo Sentinel is dead! Al- 
though we have not been able . at all 
times to coincide with tho political opin- 
ions therein oppressed, we can afford to 
forget tho past and chant its requiem in 
submissive sorroiv: - 

Leaf by If nt the roses fall, 

Dirna by clime the puna runs dry: 
One by on* beyond recall, 
Government crgansjdroop and die. 

Let us improvo the occasion, as the 
parson would put it. A respectably con- 
ducted little membor of the press was tho 
Sentinel, and most useful withal as n 
faithful chronicler of mining news in our 
principal gold field. In this respect its 
doiuise creates a void which will bo folt, 
and not least by ourselves. But in poli- 
tical matters it was not always r» true 
sentinel. Take, as an illustration, its very 
dying utterances. Referring to a semi- 
official announcement made through its 
columns some two or three weeks before, 
to the effect that tho meeting of the Pro- 
vincial Legislature would in all probabil- 
ity bo postponed till March or April in 
order to allow the Premier an opportu- 
nity of first attending tho I'edeial Parlia- 
ment, it says with its dying breath, that 
tho people, of Carriboo would support 
such a postponement, nnd it proceeds to 
say: "We may also romark that the ad- 
ministration of tho Government of the 
Province is at present conducted in n 
manner eminently satisfactory to tho 
people, nnd, ho far as ordinary mortals 
can judge, tho postponement of the 
meeting of tho House for a month or so 
will not bring on tho deluge, as little, or 
no important legislation is required, so 
complete were the. reforms instituted last ses- 
sion.'" The italics aro our own. How- 
over much ono may dislike to speak un- 
kindly of tho dead, a proper regard for 
truth compolls up to say that tho Sentinel 
died with a lio in its mouth! Of what 
did it die? Of tho onjau-ia ailment 
which will soon carry off our local con- 
temporary. So long as it maintained a 
reasonable dogreo of independence, it 
met with a fair share of support from a 
discriminating public. But no sooner did 
it become tho mouthpioeo of an essen- 
tially unpopular administration than the 
perplo very properly turned their backs 
on it— mul'it died! Tho moral is suffici- 
ently obvious.

NEW MUNICIPAL HALL.

Obituary. 

Another familiar form has passed from 
time to eternity, and will'bo seen ho more 
foreverjin tho busyhnunts of men, Wodo 
not know when a man lm« pnssed away 
from this community who lias loft more 
sorrowing friends behind than Albert II. 
Guild, who died yesterday morning, nfter 
a brief illness, Ho was n kind and faith- 
ful friend; a wise counsellor; a good hus- 
band, and nu indulgent father. Natural- 
ly ho was of a retiring disposition, yet 
the very goodness of his heart forced him 
into prominent positions whenever a good 
object was to be attained. Ho was an Odd 
Fellow for nearly thirty years, and in the 
establishment of that noblo institution in 
this Province he was foremost. Last year 
ho filled, efficiently and well, the import- 
ant post of Deputy District Grand Mas- 
ter, and at the timo of his death lio was a 
Past Grand of Victoria Lodgo of Odd 
Fellows. Towards the support of tho 
Victoria Fire Department upon its form- 
ation iu 1800 he subscribed liberally from 
his private purse, and towards local 
charities ho was ever a "cheerful giver." 
Former San Franciscans will ■remember 
him as head of the firm of Guild, "Webb 
& Co. In 1858 Mr. Guild came to Vic- 
toria with his family and has since filled 
an important part in the commerce of 
this port. At the timo of his death Mr. 
Guild was senior partner in tho lirm ot 
Guild, Robinson i*c Co. of this city, He 
leaves a widow and two children — tho lat- 
ter at San Francisco — to mourn his death.

An Appalling Picture. 

(Correspondence Bt. Louis Democrat.) 
No language can picture the appalling 
state of affairs in Memphis, The death 
plague lias spread over the entire area 
north of Poplar street. Every house is 
closed. Death has entered nearly every 
portal, and sickness prevails to an entont 
unparalleled in the history of scourge 
stricken cities since the great Norfolk epi- 
demic in 1855. Not less than 700 persons 
now lio low with the disease; 800 have 
already died, and not less than 3,500 have 
suffered, and the end is not yet, as the 
mortality to-day exoeeds any previous 
tii-ie ami many now cases are reported. 
Tho Walthal Infirmary lost eleven by 
death to-day and have thirty still alive. 
It is feared that tho light frost last night 
and tho cold of the past few days will 
only aggravate the disease, as the weather 
has turned quito warm to-day. The How- 
ard Society, now increased to 31 mem- 
bers, patrols the city in bents to aid the 
friendless, destitute and dying. The 
Howards have nearly 150 nurses at work, 
and need as many mors. In one family 
oloven persons aro down and none left to 
nurse. Others, with fewer persons, are 
all sick. Harrowing tales of woo and 
suffering are reported. All supply stores 
aro shut, and bread and milk carts have 
ceased going above Poplar stroet, and 
only vehicles for tho dead, or to carry 
nurses or relief stores, or doctors' car- 
riages nro now to be seen there. To-night 
tho city is as still as a graveyard, and the 
clear moon sheds a pale, sickly light 
down upon what appears to be a deserted 
city. Many business houses in tho most 
thriving part of tho place aro shut up 
and tho keepers tied. Others aro in 
oharge of a porter and a clerk or so, and 
all business, except that of medicine ven- 
dors, is suspended. The steamer Maude 
came up to-day and went back at once 
without freight. Father V. B. Carey died 
to-day, the second priest-martyr. An- 
other nun lies low, making three who 
have fallen. The last of Dr. 0. E. Mi- 
ner's family, at the drug-store opposite 
tho Overton, is down, and all the others 
have died. Tho Rev. F. S. Bowman was 
buried to-day. 

M. Dui'o.NT.a nowspapor printer of Per- 
igliex, has refused an application on tho 
part of his men for 1111 advance of wages. 
They are accordingly "out on strike" On 
his paper L'Echo <lc hi Dordogne, he pays 
compositors about $18 monlh/;/, M. Du- 
pout explains for himself his view of what 
constitutes tho stale of lifo to which it 
has pleased God to call tho French work- 
ing man: "A workman, even with a fami- 
ly, can very well live in a single room. 
His anxiety for higher wagos is scarcely 
intelligible. Good rough diet is best for 
him. and he anil his family can do very 
well on 8d. aday, having soup three times, 
One change of blouse and ti'owsers is 
sufficient, On Sunday he puts on clean 
things, wliioh ho will wear through the 
week till Saturday night, when his change 
will bo ready for next morning." Is it 
any wonder that tho Communo grow to 
such gigantic proportions, when a news- 
paper editor has expressed such senti- 
ments? ■ 



Colored 3si*aelite3» 

In tho city of Cotochin, Hindostan, 
and its neighborhood live nearly 2.000 
ood/nvd Jews, Thoy are not quito so 
dark-skinned as tho Ethiopean negroes. 
They are Israelites in the full sensu of 
tlie word, ami faithfully worship tho 
God of their ancestors. According. to 
to their own statement their origin is 
as follows. Tlio conquest of u portion 
of tho EttsL Indies by the Europeans 
opened to tlio commercial world the 
road to unlimited wealth, andtho pros- 
pect of gelting rich attracted adven- 
turers from all parts of tlio world. 
Among these were many young Israel- 
ites from Bagdad,T3assora and Yemen, 
whocarae to sock their fortune After 
establishing themselves they purchased 
female slaves from tho natives, a num- 
ber of whom married their masters 
after they wore converted, and from 
these intermarriages the present popu- 
lation of Cotochin is descended. But 
on account of their color thoy aro under 
a bun: neither the Israelites of Bagdad 
nor the white Jews oftheirown locality 
will interniajry or otherwise associate 
with them.

Tint Austrian Poisonkss, Julia Ebeb- 
genyi, Dead. — Tho torriblo Chorinsky 
drama of six years ago can hardly have 
passed away from public recollection, 
therefore the announcement of the death 
of the guilty heroine, Julia Ebergenyi, 
will readily call to mind her sentence of 
twenty years' imprisonment for. having 
poisoned Count Chorinsky's divorced 
wife, in order to enjoy more securely 
tho affections of her sinning lover, Count 
Chorinsky, The poisoning took placo in 
Munich, 011 the 2lst of December, 1807, 
and some days after the death of the 
Countess, Miss Ebergenyi was arrested at 
hor dwelling house in Vienna. A week 
later her lover, Count Chorinsky was ar- 
rested at Munich, whither ho had repair- 
ed for tho funeral of his wife, on the 
charge of having boon an accomplice in 
tho dreadful crime. The trial began in 
Vienna, in 1808, .and all Europe and 
America followed its revelations with in- 
tense anxiety. The Count received the 
same sentence as his niistro s, although 
his family exercised all their infiuonce to 
prevent the disgrace, the chief plea put 
forward in his defense being the usual 
0110 of "emotional insanity." Shortly af- 
ter his imprisonment the Count manifest- 
ed symptoms of real insanity, and was tak- 
en to alunatio'nsylum, where he died De- 
cern her 20, 1871. Julia Ebergenyi, his 
loving and loved mistress, could never 
realize the thought of being forever se- 
parated from her "Gustav," and the news 
of his death camo tho night of insanity- 
began to closo also around her. The 
once so seductivo and beautiful woman 
pined away in tho lunatic asylum of Brun- 
nolfeldo until death camo on her, Septem- 
ber 11, 1873, to releive her miseries. It 
was a violent nttack of cholera that put an 
end to hor life.
